If 
your doctor won't change the 
brand, then mention the prob- 
lem to your druggist. But don't 
take it for granted that because 
the c o a t i n g on these pills 
doesn't dissolve that you are 
likewise losing the effect of your 
other medications. 


On your second question: giv- 


ing supplemental p o t a s s i u m 
along with high blood pressure 
medication is by no means 
routine 


Further, it is not a matter of 


such medications causing "in- 
juries" to the kidneys. They 
don't. They (some of the drugs, 
that is) increase the amount of 
rluid expelled by the kidneys. 
This in turn can increase the 
amount of potassium (and other 
minerals) that is lost. Some 
blood pressure medications do 
not have this effect at all. 


Anyway, giving supplemental 


Dotassium is proper if there are 
any indications that you are 
osing 
too much potassium. 


Your doctors will be guided by 
your symptoms, if any, and 
;hen use certain chemical tests 
f doubt arises. 
Foods rich in potassium are 


meats, vegetables, citrus juices, 
and bananas, and unless the 
oss of potassium is quite large, 
ordinary diet replaces it ade- 
quately. 


So try another type of am- 


monium chloride pill, but don't 
worry about the potassium.

Waterman said "I think the 


decision here could have far- 
reaching effects as far as unify- 
ing black athletes throughout 
the country. 


"I have talked to the black 


ithletes. They all want the suit 
and they are all behind me. 
They don't feel they will receive 
justice otherwise." 


Waterman said if the dismiss- 


al of the players is allowed to 
stand it would mean that "one 
area or alternative of symbolic 
protest would be closed. There- 
fore, we would be closed.

for the decorum they displayed, 
those who participated and 
those who didn't."

State University, told the board 
that about 30 of the 90 dissatis- 
fied black students who were 
expelled from his school for 
disturbances a year ago have 
been readmitted, some of Them 
with financial aid.

Regent David Bennett of Port- 


age, 
the board's representative 


to a national convention of 
higher education boards held in 
Washington recently, in a writ- 
ten report said he had reserva- 
tions about the 
validity of 


"black studies" programs of the 
kind demanded by black stu- 
dents on college campuses in 
recent years.
